Civic Federation at Work. 

The Civic Federation seemed to be lively 
around the polls. In the Twenty-fifth as 
well as other wards its‘representatives were 
at the polling places, and a stenographer 
stood close by with notebook and well-sharp- 
ened pencil to take notes of conversations 
between prospective voters, challengers, 
and judges. It is understood the federation 
is in possession of some evidénce calculated 
to'incriminate a few of the voters, and this 
course may be followed. 

All kinds of tickets were circulated over 
in the Twenty-fifth. One was headed 
“William McKinley for President,” and in 
some cases there were Foss tickets with 
Boyce delegates. 

The contest was bitter in every district ex- 
cept the Sixth, Rogers Park. There Foss had 
everything his own way, polling 244 votes to 
his adversary’s In the other five the 
Boyce men did nBt give up hope until the 
votes were counted. 


Candidates Hard at Work. 

Both candidates visited the polling places 
early in the day and encouraged their men, 
who were distributing tickets. Later, 
Boyce spent his time at the First District 
polling place, No. 1850 Frederick street, 
where he voted. Foss Voted in the Third 
District, in which the booth was at No. 23 
Evanston avenue. He was received with 
cheers, as was Luther Laflin Mills, when he 
arrived and took his place in the line, which 
extended half a block from the ballot-box. 

Carriages were provided for all who had 
to be induced to go to the polls, and tele- 
phone messages were frequently sent: 
“ Bring more men, we're losing.” At the 
voting place in the Fifth District, No. 1234 
Argyle street, Sheriff Pease and Senator 
Pulver were active workers for W. D. 
Boyce. 

In the Sixth District'the voting was done 
in the Rogers Park Police Station. Seventy- 
three votes were considered a heavy polling 
at the primaries two weeks ago, but yester- 
day 266 were cast. More than half of these 
were cast after 5:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon. -The heaviest voting was at the Third 
District, where the total was 726. These 
stood 512 for Foss and 214 for Boyce. The 
next heaviest vote was at the Repub- 
lican wigwam, Sheffield avenue and Roscoe 
street, in the Fourth District. Here it was 
718, Foss having 481 and Boyce 237. Five 
hundred had been considered a large vote 
in former Republican primaries, and 300 a 
good vote. 


Boyce Men Go Away. 

The Swedish vote of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward was cast largely in the Second Dis- 
trict, the polling place being at No. 930 
Sheffield avenue. The vote for Foss was 
307; that for Boyce 218. Five votes were 
discarded, four of them for Foss, one for 
Boyce. When the Boyce leaders in the dis- 
trict knew thé count they admitted their 
candidate had no show in the ward and they 
went away. The voting in the First District, 
where Boyce watched the polls, was 214 for 
Foss and 166 for Boyce. 

The Twenty-sixth Ward went for Foss 
with a whoop. He made a round of the poll- 
ing places during the afternoon and was 
given a hearty reception. A number of 
voters were challenged in the First District 
on the ground they were not registered. 
Records were made of these cases with a 
view of bringing the matter to the attention 
of the court. 

Henry Wulff, an original Foss man, is the 
presiding genius of politics up this way, and 
was supposed to do his best for Foss. There 
was only one contest and that is in the 
Fourth District of the Twenty-seventh 
Ward, where two sets of pollingplaces were 
set up and two delegates elected for Foss 
under the instructions, also two others with- 
out instructions. 

The Foss delegates are Louis Messenbrink 
and William Gahagan. The unpledged del- 
egates are Henry J. Siewert and Henry 
Rusteberg. The unpledged delegates from 
the Twenty-seventh are for Boyce, at least 
so everybody believes. This contest will be 
settled by the Committee on Credentials. 
If the Foss party controls the convention 
the instructed delegates will be given cre- 
dentials. If the anti-Foss people name the 
Committee on Credentials the uninstructed 
delegates will be safely anchored in their 


chairs.

Evanston Is Lively. 

The contest in Evanston was exceedingly 
lively, and the fight seemed to be between 
the Taylor and the Foss factions. The 
Sixth and the Seventh Wards were bitterly 
contested, and the result was a split delega- 
tion, Taylor and Foss getting four votes 
each. Mayor Dyche was a candidate in the 
Sixth and Seventh Wards, against a student 
named Brown and J. M. Brant. Brown won 
the day, to the great rejoicing of his friends. 

The Taylor deiegation was defeated in the 


First Polling Precinct by a slight majority, , 


although the vote was the heaviest ever 
known. The Seventh is the student ward, 
and it was generally conceded Foss would 
win. A report was circulated that Mr.“Tay- 
lor was running in theinterest of William D. 
Boyce, but early in the afternoon a circular 
was given out, signed by Taylor's friends 
and pledging the support of the delegates to 
Iross, if it be found impossible to nominate 
Mr. Taylor. The result was the Taylor 
ticket was elected. 


Mr. Foss’ Speech. 

The Foss enthusiasts crowded around 
headquarters at Belmont avenue and Clark 
street, and when the announcement was 
made that their candidate had the majority 
of the delegates a lot of enthusiasm was let 
loose in the street. Mr. Foss was sent for, 
and received with three cheers and several 
tigers. He said: 

‘“‘T have been doing the talking and you 
have been doing the listening through this 
campaign. Now I will keep quiet and you 
can do the shouting. It was more your 
fight than it was mine. It was the people's 
fight. The question was whether the people 
or a few political men should rule. I am in- 
formed I have a majority in the convention.

Four Injured in a Gasoline Explosion 
at Racine, Wis. 

Racine, Wis., March 3.—[Special.]—By the 
explosion of a gasoline tank in the engine 
department of the Racine Hardware com- 
sany this afternoon four men were seriously 
burned and $125,000 worth of stock and ma- 
chinery is a mass of ruins. Thirty-fivémen 
were at work in the building at the time of 
the explosion, and all were obliged ‘to leap

FATALLY SHOT BY THUGS 


PETER M. NELSON, NIGHT POLICEMAN 
OF GROSSDALE, DYIAG. 


Makes a Brave but Futile Attempt to 
Arrest, Single-Handed,Three High- 
waymen—The Footpads Shoot Him 
Through the Head—Long Search for 
a Doctor While the Wounded Man 
Lies Unconscious—Black Mask of 
One Robber Found. 

Peter M. Nelson, night policeman in the 
Village of Grossdale, Hes at his home in that 
suburb with a bullet in his head, fatally in- 
jured in a fight with three highwaymen who 
last evening mistook him for a private citi- 
zen and made a vicious assault on him for 
purposes of robbery. Several shots were ex- 
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‘HURRY UP AND GET ABOARD, GROVER!” 
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Billings and Oswald of this city have fought 
the disease stubbornly, but with only indif- 
ferent success. 

At midnight Dr. Van Tuyl announced 
the patient was slowly sinking and the 
energies of the physicians were directed to 
keeping him alive until 7:30 o’clock this 
morning, when his daughter Mary is expect- 
ed to arrive from Northampton, Mass. 

Mrs. Campbell Also Sick. 

This was to be done by the use of com- 
pressed oxygen gas; which the physicians 
did not think safe to apply before midnight. 

Several applications of the gas had been 


» temporary relief. 

} “The conditions of Mr. Campbell’s sickness 
are peculiarly unfortunate. His wife has 
been in Passavant Hospital for six weeks, 
having undergone two operations in that 
time. Until obliged to take to his bed Mr. 
Campbell was in almost constant attend- 
ance on her. 

Yesterday morning J. R. Custer, Mr. Camp- 
bell’s business partner, called on Dr. Fenger, 
Mrs. Campbell's physician, and told him of 
Mr. Campbell’s serious condition. Dr. Fen- 
ger said Mrs. Campbell was improving, and 
believed she could resist the inevitable shock 
resulting from the information. Henry 
Beers of Blue Island and Dr. Fenger went to 
the hospital, and as delicately as possible 
told Mrs. Campbell her husband might not 
live many hours. She wept bitterly and was 
overcome. She knew Mr. Campbell was sick, 
but did not imagine his symptoms were 
dangerous. Mrs. Campbell recovered after 
a time and requested Dr. Fenger and Mr. 
Beers to telegraph for her daughter, who is 
in school near Boston. She sent many lov- 
ing messages to her husband, whom she 
fears she will never see alive. 


Caused by Exposure. 

Mr. Campbell contracted his illness ten 
days ago by exposure. He had been having 
some work done on the interior of his home, 
and on one raw, damp day drove about the 
village insufficiently clothed. Some of his 
friends noticed his coat was not buttoned, 
and that he seemed to be chilled through. 
When the risk of such exposure was sug- 
gested to Mr. Campbell by one of his friends 
he replied in a vein of bantering good humor: 
*O, what matter; I’ve got lots of blood.’’. 
Mr. Campbell suffered from a severe cold 
the next two or three days, but tried to fight 
it off without going to bed. The serious ill- 
ness of Mrs. Campbell made it seem to Mr. 
Campbell the more necessary to keep on his 
feet, as he made daily trips to her bedside, . 
and even after he was taken sick the hus- 
band kept up his visits to the hospital. He 
knew his absence would alarm Mrs. Camp- 
bell, and when weakness finally compelled 
his keeping his room this worry dispirited 
him greatly. 

Last Visit to His Office. 

Last Wednesday Mr. Campbell made hts 
last visit to his law office in the Rookery. 
It was evident to him he would have to 
take a rest from his arduous responsibil- 
ities, and he went home to take care of him- 
self. A day later his malady began to show 
symptoms of pneumonia. When the dis- 
ease had fully developed it became aggera- 
vated with a complication of the liver and 
kidneys. For reveral days Dr. E. A. Van 
Tuyl, the family physician, did not fear 
serious consequences. On Sunday it became 
evident Mr. Campbell was to have a life 
and death struggle, and Dr. Frank Billings 
was called in for consultation, making 
several trips from Chicago. Dr. Van Tuyl 
has beén almost constantly at the bedside. 
Dr. Julius Oswald was also called into con- 
sultation. It was decided the odds wers 
then heavy against recovery. 

From noon until evening the patient held 
his own with slight change. At 5 o'clock 
his temperature went down two degrees and 
hope was revived. Dr. Van Tuy! said the 
crisis would likely come at midnight. I¢ 
there was a perceptible rally the physician 
said it méant Mr. Campbell was almost cer- 
tain to recover. If the least unfavorable 
tendency was shown or if there was no 
change at all it would be construed for the 
worst. 

Umfavorable Change. 
The change came at 7 p. m., and was un- 
favorable. Breathing became harder, the 
patient fell into semi-consciousness, and a 
loss of vitality was evident. It was feared 
he would not survive till morning.

CONFIRMS DISCOVERY OF THE POLE. 


Letter from Peter Kuchnaref? That 
Makes the Report More Credible. 


St. Petersburg, March 3.—Maj.-Gen. Svot- 
litsyk, the Governor of Irkutsk, telegraphs 
here in reply to queries regarding the reports 
as to Dr. Nansen’s return that Peter 
Ivanowich Kuchnareff, who trades at Ust 
Yansk, under date of Nov. 10, wrote to the 
merchant Kuchnareff at Yakutsk as follows: 

‘We learn that Dr. Nansen has reached 
the pole, has discovered hitherto unknown 
lands, and has now returned. Consequently 
the Arctic Ocean has now been explored.” 

Gov. Svotlisky adds that there is no con- 
firmation of this news from other sources, 
but he has instructéd a member of his ad- 
ministration in the Verheyansk district to 
proceed to Ust Yansk to verify the news 
and to aid the expedition if necessary. 

This will serve to clear up several obscure 
points in the news that first came of Dr. 
Nansen's return, and goes far to corroborate 
the report. The fact of there having been 
two Kuchnareffs involved in transmitting 
the first report has led to some confusion 
and to skepticism as to the report having 
been. received from a really reliable source. 
It was pointed out that if the report came 
from the merchant Kuchnareff, in Yakutsk, 
there would be no ground for regarding it 
as of special importance, as he would have no 
special facilities for getting news at first 
hand of Dr. Nansen’sreturn. But theabove 
dispatch asserts that the news came to 
Kuchnareff of Yakutsk from the trader 
Peter Ivanowitch Kuchnareff. 

Now, Peter Ivanowitch Kuchnareff is the 
accredited agent of Dr. Nansen, and has 
been intrusted with a supply of dogs for his 
expedition. His trading post at Ust Yansk 
is on the Arctic Ocean, at the mouth of the 
Yana River, just south of Liskovisland, one 
of the New-Siberians, and less than 200 miles 
east of Lena Delta. 

Beyond the fact that the date of the trader 
Kuchnareff's letter is fixed at Nov. 10 there 
is little additional information in the dis- 
patch from the Governor of Irkutsk over that 
contained in the dispatch bringing the first 
report on Feb. 13. ;

The highwaymen were 
determined and, struck whenever and 
wherever an opening presented itself. 

Satisfied he could effect the arrest in no 
other way, -Nelson opened fire.

The noise made by the revolvers attracted 
the attention of residents living within hear- 
ing distance, and they hastened to the scene, 
They found Policeman Nelson bleeding pro- 
fusely from a bullet wound in the mouth, 
and barely able to tell the story of the as- 
sault. Citizens also heard the highwaymen 
beating a hurried retreat.

During this time the wounded and uncon- 
scious man bled profusely, but friends did 
what they could for him. 

The examination made by Dr. Eckhart 
showed “Nelson had been shot in the mouth, 
the buat probably lodging so close to the 
brain as to make the operation of probing 
an extremely dangerous one. In the condi- 
tion in which he was fouhd Nelson was then 
removed to his own home.

TO MOBILIZE ALL THE RESERVES, 


Rome, March 3.—The news of the Italian 
defeat in Abyssinia has caused consterna- 
tion in all circles in this city. Details have 
not been received, but the various reports 
indicate that 3,000 Italian soldiers have been 
slain. 

King Humbert had a long interview with 
the President of the Senate tonight. The 
King insists that Premier Crisp! shall pre- 
sent himself in the Chamber and shall ask 
for a vote by which the government may be 
guided in its future decisions. The Cabinet 
will meet again tomorrow, and it is now be- 
lieved that it will resign. 

The Marquis di Ditdint presided at a meet- 
ing of the opposition leaders tonight. The 
opinion prevailed that every demand made 
by the government for the relief of Abyssinia 
should be granted, but not to the present 
government. The meeting then adjourned 
till tomorrow, it is reported, in order to ad-— 
dress a protest to King Humbert in the 
event of the Cabinet not resigning. 


New General to Command. 

Gen. Baldissera assumes command of the 
Italian troops in Abyssinia today. } 

The steets and cafés are filled with ex- 
cited crowds and troops are under arms in 
their barrdcks in readiness to occupy the 
streets in anticipation of disorders. One re- 
port has it that 3,000 of the Italian soldiers 
were killed, and that among them were Gens, 
Albertone and Darbormida, who commanded 
two of the three columns. Another rumor 
says that Gen. Baratieri, when he became 
aware of the full extent of the disaster, wrote 
a letter to his successor, Gen. Baldissera, 
and then committed suicide by shooting him- , 
self through the heart with a revolver. At 
the Ministry of War, however, the report was 
discredited. - 


Three Thousand Reported Slain. 
Full details of the crushing defeat have 
not been received. The Italian force. ad- 
vanced in three columns under Gens. Al- 
bertone, Arimondi, and Darbormida, with a 
brigade under Gen. Ellena, as a reserve, 
The Italians captured the passes leading to - 


- Adowa, the capital of Tigre, and Gen. Al- 


bertone’s column then advanced on Abbaca- 
rima. It was soon afterward attacked by 
the Shoan army and compelled to ret 7 
The other columns were unable to 1 
him any assistance, as-they were shortly 
afterward engaged in defénding themselges 
against large numbers of the enemy and 
eventually retired from esa. 

According to the correspondent in Africa 
of the Popolo Romano half the Italian artil- 
lery and all the ammunition and provisions 
were lost. Other advicées report that 3,000 of 
the Italian soldiers engdged in the battle | 
were killed, and that among them are Gens. 
Albertone and Darbormida, who commanded 
two of the three columns, The number of 
wounded is not yet stated. 


To Mobilize Army Reserve. 

It is reported this evening that the entire 
army reserve of the class of 1872 is to be 
promptly mobilized and that the government 
is taking steps to charter a number of extra 
steamships to send reinforcements to Mas<- 
sowa, where, according to a dispatch re- 
celyed here this evening, Gen. Baldissera 
arrived today. 

Nothing but the terrible defeat of the Ital- 
fans is talked of in the cafés and other public 
places. 

The Shoans are said to have been well 
armed with modern rifles and cannon, and 
the entire force opposed to the Italians is es- 
timated to have been over 60,000 men. 

The probability seems to be that Gen. 
Baldissera will have to suspend operations 
for some time, while awaiting reinforce-

As the evening wore on, the very worst 
news of the Italian defeat was contirmed,and 
the feeling of despair which first seized upon 
the inhabitants here gave way tooneofthe - — 
greatest excitement and rage against the 
government. Bands of young men began 
parading the streets, shouting, ‘** Down with 
Crispi!” but they were promptly dispersed 
by the police. ‘ | 

These demonstrations, however, attracted 
still larger crowds of people to the streets, . 
and for a time serious trouble was antici- 
pated. All the troops at the different bar- 
racks throughotu the city were placed unfler 
arms, and patrols of mounted gendarmes 
were ordered to the leading thoroughfares.

Armour & Co. of Chicago Get a Big 
Contract. |

LITTLE REAL INTEREST IN LONDON, 


Comment on Spanish-American Con- 
troversy Is Purely Perfunctory. 
[SPECIAL CABLE BY BALLARD SMITH.] 

London, March 3.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.J]—There is apparently little interest 
in official circles here over the Spanish- 
American controversy. The comments in 
the newspapers are perfunctory, and the 
lobbies of Parliament are almost languid. 
The most typical remark there tonight was 
perhaps this: 

“If Spain were as strong as the United 
States she would as promptly demand and 
receive official apologies for the intemperate 
language of Americans toward Spain in 
Congress, as she herself had only a few 
days before voluntarily offered to the United 
States for the intemperate language of a 
subordinate officer of her navy concerning 
that country.” 

The general opinion here, however, ts that 
in the nature of things the American Repub- 
lic is bound to acknowledge the belligerency 
of struggling republicans in an adjoining 
island fighting for their independence 
against a foreign monarchy. 

There is no hint anywhere, in the press or 
in private conversation, of any protest by 
Great Britain or any continental power in 
case the United States should take that ac- 
tion. In fact, it is acknowledged in official 
circles in London that in according belliger- 
ent rights to the Cuban insurgents the United 
States would only follow the'precedent set 
by England in 1864, when San Domingo re- 
volted against Spanish rule and England 
recognized the insurgents, who freed them- 
selves from Spanish domination in the fol- 
lowing year. 

So long as the European powers decline to 
recognize the belligerency of the Cuban in- 
surgents Spain can obtaih ships and muni- 
tions of war from any European State, @ 
right which she would lose in case any power 
accords belligerency to the Cubans. 

At present, by international law, Spain 
is justified in dealing with Cuban insurgent 
ships as pirates and the insurgent forces as 
freebooters. ‘

NAVAL STUDENTS READY FOR A WAR 


Put to Work on a Pian with Caba as 
Base of Operations. 

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.]— 
It was learned at the Navy Department to- 
day that early in the season the students at 
the naval war colleges were put to work ona 
comprehensive plan of campaign with Cuba 
as the base of operations. This has been 
completely elaborated during .the winter, 
and in case of actual trouble with Spain the 
department will be ready to proceed with 
the utmost expedition, Details of the plan 
are of course not given out and will not be 
under any circumstances, but students of 
naval maneuvers have been thoroughly in- 
structed in the methods of warfare applica- 
| ble to West Indian waters and special refer- 
ence has been made to fleet movements and 
blockading operations and charts have been 
prepared showing the dangerous paris in 
West Indian navigation and the depth of wa- 
ter and range in different Cuban ports, 

This study was taken up in a.general way 
because the Cuban question was even at that 
time felt to be worthy of close investigation, 
_ although there was no intention on the part 
| of the administration then to grant belliger- 
ent rights to the insurgents. As matters 
are now Havana would be, of course, the key 
to the situation, for with the approach of the 
rainy season the Spanish troops would be 
helpless at any great distance away from 
the capital, and they could easily be starved 
into submission by means of a close block- 
ade.

Attitude of France and Germany. 

One of the significant things in connection 
with the strained condition of affairs be- 
tween this country and Spain is the attitude 
of the French and German newspapers. 
’ Sympathy with Spain and against the 
Cubans has been very generally expressed 
in the two big continertal] nations, and this 
is said to be caused entirely by the.influence 
of the sugar question. It is a well-known 
fact that under proper conditions and with 
improved machinery Cuba could easily raise 
sugar enough for the world. At present the 
Spanish Government imposes taxes on the 
sugar industry at every stage and instead 
of encouraging it does everything possible 
to render the cost of production extremely 
bigh. > 

During the recent months of the ingur- 
rection the insurgents have followed out 
the policy of preventing the grinding of 
cane for the express purpose of interfcring 
with the Spanish revenue and thus hasten- 
ing bankruptcy in the mother country and 
consequent inability to carry on the war. 
This action has paralyzed the sugar planters 
and has had the direct result of increasing 
prices. All this has been particularly de- 
lightful to the beet sugar-growers of France 
and Germany. They have directly profited 
by the disturbed conditions of things in 
(Cuba, and they would profit still more if the 
war in the island would be:tontinued ex- 
actly as at present. 

Part Played by Sugar. 

America has upset the French and German 
market by the imposition in the Gorman- 
Wilson bill of the discriminating duty of 
one-tenth of a cent per pound against sugar 
imported from those countries, but even with 
this disadvantage the continental! beet sugar >; 
growers would be in a position to dictate 
terms to the refiners if they could be assured 
of continued interference with the Cuban su- 
garcrop. For this reason, it is said, the sen- 
timent in France and Germany upholds 
Spain, for it is generally understood that 
Spain cannot suppress the rebellion and 
hence that the warfare in the island will in- 
terfere with the sugar crop as long as it con- 
tinues. It is to the interest of the French 
and German beet sugar producers first of all 
‘to have the war continued in as destructive 
a manner as possible, and secondly to have 
Spain retain its control and continue the 
policy of the imposition of burdensome taxes 
on the sugarindustry. What the Europeans 
fear most of all is annexation to the United 

ates and next to that the independence of 
he island. In either event the sugar busi- 
ness in Cuba would grow to an enormous ex- 
tent. The land in the island is cheap and fer- 
tile and particularly well a Japted to the cult- 
ure of the cane, and those who unders 
the situation say that sugar of good quality 
can be raised there at prices which would ab- 
solutely defy competition or 
the East Indies, provided the present bur- 
dénsome taxation is abolished. 

In a Parliamentary Tangle. 

There was an annoying parliamentary 
tangle between the two Houses of Congress 
today on the Cuban question owing to the 
error of a clerk. The resolutions 
the, House were a substitute for those 


* 


for concurrence or non-concurrence, By the 
blunder of @ clerk they were sent over to the 
other end of the Capitol as original resolu- 
tions. It took an immense amount of run- 
ning back and forth to straighten out this 
parliamentary tangle, and it was not until 
late in the afternoon that the resolutions 
were put in such shape as to permit of speedy 
action by the Senate. 

The Committee on Foreign Relations of the 
Upper House will meet at an early hour to- 
morrow, The sentiment among the mem- 
bers of the committee this afternoon was to 
accept the House resolutions without amend- 
ment, and thus to close up the question as 
speedily as possible, for it is generally ad- 
mitted that if there is any conflict between 
the Senate and House it will be sure to be 
misinterpreted abroad and will be quoted as 
an evidence that the American people are not 
united in behalf of Cuba. For this reason it 
is probable that the Senate will tomorrow 
without debate vote to concur in the House 
resolutions. Thege latter are considered 
somewhat less offensive to Spain, for the 
reason that they advocate intervention to- 
secure the establishment of a government in 
Cuba in which the people of Cuba themselves 
should have a voice, but do not specifically 
_ ook toward absolute independence. 


Fear Another Outbreak. 


While there is no war feeling here now, 
owing to the prompt apology for the outrage 
at Barcelona, there is manifested great 
anxiety as to what may take place in Spain 
at almost any moment, and it would not sur- 
prise people, especially naval and diplomatic 
officers, who understand the temper of the 
Spanish mobs, if there ghould be another 
and more violent outbreak next Sunday, that 
being a holiday, when it is easy to collect a 
-mob of idlers and still easier to stir up their 
passions against the American diplomatic 
or consular representatives. 

There is a vast difference of opinion as to 
whether President Cleveland will take any 
action in response to the resolutions passed 
by Congress. Some of the Democratic mem- 
bers of both Senate and House who have al- 
ways been credited with being in close touch | 
with the administration say the President 
will not assume to ignoré the expressed will 
of the people in view of the tremendous ma- 
jority in both Houses, but the opinion about 
the State Department is that he will take no 
action, or at least will move with becoming 
slowness in the matter. There is a very 
strong, sentiment in Congress which will 
lead fo severe measures in case the President 
does not act within a reasonable time. It 
will’ be almost impossible to prevent the 
passage of a joint resolution directing the 
President to recognize the belligerents, and 
if he should disapprove it would surely be 
passed over his veto.

JOHN COWAN CARRIES OFF $150,000, 


Swindles Relatives and Lumbermen

stupendous swindling operations in this city 
within recent years has been brought to 
light by the disappearance of John Cowan 
of the lumber firm of W. G. Cowan & Sons.

MRS. M’GEOCH TO CONTEST THE WILL 


Alleges She Was Deceived Into Think- 
ing Her Husband Poor. 


Milwaukee, Wis.,. March 3.—([Special.]— 
Mrs. Peter McGeoch this afternoon brought 
suit to have the will of her late husband set 
aside and she be allowed to have one-third 
of the $1,000,000 estate which he left. She 
charges Mr. McGeoch with deceiving her 
intd the belief he was a poor man, and War- 
ren Leland is charged with aiding in the 
deception. 

The suit is an equity case brought in the 
Circuit Court and asks that the celebrated 
ante-nuptial contract which she made with 
Mr. McGeoch when she was Mrs. Mary 
Trowbridge Libbey be set aside. 

The suit adds anuther chapter to the sen- 
sational career of the late speculator who 
cummitted suicide several months ago. 
Mrs. McGeoch in the suit filed today claims 
Mr. McGeoch was worth upwards of $50v,- 
000. She alleges she was acquainted with 
him for three months previous to her mar- 
Triage, but he at all times kept her 1n igno- 
rance of the amount of’ his wealth. She 
claims she was introduced to Mr. McGeoch 
by Warren Leland of Chicago, and she says 
she believes Mr. Leland introduced her to 
her late husband with the understanding 
she was to be kept in ignorance of his finan- 
cial standing. 

She alleges before the marriage he com- 
municated to her the fact that an action at 
law had been decided adversely to him, and 
he was practically ruined and liable to lose 
even his homestead, and offered to release 
her from her promise of marriage solely on 
account of his precarious financial condi- 
tion, although he protested that on no 
other account would he release her. 

The impression left on her mind was that 
he was a poor man. She declares that on 
Feb. 18, 1888, and at other times, Mr. Mc- 
Geoch stated to her his desire to make pro- 
vision for her, and said he would give her 


real estate worth $25,000, and would provide | 


$25,000 additional for her at his death. 

To effect the latter settlement he said he 
would insure his life for $25,000, intending 
to give her the impression his agreement to 
leave the plaintiff 000 by will might not be 
effected for the reason that his estate might 
not be sufficient to pay the same.

FOR A PEACEFUL CLIMAX. 


ENGLAND AND VENEZUELA TO SET- 
TLE THE DISPUTE DIRECT. 


Report in Washington Thai the Rep- 
resentatives of the Twe@ Nations in 
the United States Have Entered 
Into Negotiations for a Settlement 
of the Uruan Incident—Demonstra- 
tion in London in the Interests of 
Permanent Arbitration. 

Washington, D. C., March 3.—It has been 
learned that the British Ambassador here, 
Sir Julian Pauncefoté, and the Venezuelan 
Minister in this city, Sefior Andrade, have 
entered into direct negotiations for a settle- 
ment of the Uruan incident, which involved 
the arrest of a British police official in 
the territory in dispute between Venezuela 
and Great Britain, the hauling down of the 
British flag, and a subsequent demand for an 
indemnity upon the part of Great Britain. 

It is impossible to learn to what stage this 
prospective settlement of the most important 
incident arising out of the dispute over the 
Venezuelan boundary has advanced, but 
there is good reason to believe that some 
definite announcement concerning the mat-

Roth Parties Are Reticent. 


As to the manner of conducting the nego- | 


tilations little information can be zained 
at this time, owing to the extreme reticence 
of all parties concerned, but the essential 
point is that Great Britain and Venezuela, 
whose relations have been strained so badly 
that there have been no diplomatic relations 
between them for several years, are once 
more in a fair way to a resumption of direct 
“ommunication with each other and that a 
step has been taken which may pave the 
Way to an amicable adjustment of the 
vexatious and threatening boundary dis- 
pute, 

When inquiry was made at the British 


| Embassy Sir Julian Pauncefote said it was 


impossible to make any statement on the 
subject. Seflor Andrade, the Venezuelan 
Minister, was equally reserved, although 
his secretary declared the Minister had had 
no direct communication with the British 
Ambassador. This would indicate that the 
negotiations have proceeded through an in- 
termediary or by correspondence. 

In this latter aspect the Uruan affair, 
which originally threatened to involve Great 
Britain and Venezuela in serious trouble, 
may prove to be a blessing in disguise to 
those. who desire a peaceful and early settle- 
ment of the difficulties between the two 
countries. 


May Not Need Unele Sam. 


Once diplomatic relations (which have 
been suspended for about ten years) are re- 
established it is felt that in the present tem- 
per of both Great Britain and Venezuela'the 
way will be opened to direct negotiations re- 
specting the boundary question, and in this 
manner a settlement will be effected without 
the intervention of any third nation. It is 
understood that the original British demand

Demonstration Held in Queen's Hall, 
London, Made Up Largely of Women. 
London, March 3.—The demonstration at 


Queen's Hall tonight in favor of permanent | 


arbitration between the United States and 
Great Britain was disappointing from the 
point of view of numbers, the audience, 
which was not large, being mostly made up 
of women. Much enthusiasm was occa- 
sioned prior to the arrival of the speakers 
for the evening when the girls who were to 
sing in the choir trooped upon the stage in 
batches, which were arrayed alternately in 
sashes formed of the Union Jack @nd of the 
Stars and Stripes, until a compféte blending 
of the flags of the two countries was effect- 
ed, intended to be smybolic of international 
harmony, which the promotors of ti.e meet- 
ing are seeking to establish. 

Before the meeting opened the organ 
played ‘‘ Hearts of Oak,” *‘ Our Ships That 
Saiied,’’ ‘‘ Columbia,”’ and kindred airs. The 
choir also sang the well-knéwn patriotic 
air, which is to some extent commonto the 
two countries, one-half of the choir singing 
the words *‘ God Save the Queen’ and the 
other half **‘ My Country, ‘Tisof Thee ’”’ si- 
multaneously, the audience joining in the 
dual anthem. 

Distinguished People Present. 

Sir James Stansfeld presided over the 
meeting; and he was supported by Mr. W. 
T. Stead, Lady Henry Somerset, the Rt.-Hon. 
A. J. Mundella, Radical member of Parlia- 
ment for Sheffield; Prof.J&mes Bryce, the Rt.- 
Hon. George Shaw-Lefevre, Mr. Hall Caine, 
the Rev. Hugh Price Hughes, the Bishop 
of Rochester; and others. 

Mr. Stead, after the opening of the meet- 
ing, read letters of sympathy with its pur- 
pose from Mr. A. J. Balfeur, First Lord of the 
Treasury; Mr.Gladstone, the Rt.-Hon. Henry 
Asquith, Home Secretary in the Libera! Gov- 
ernment; Mr. Labouchere, George Meredith, 
the author; and Mr. Henry Norman, who 
went to Washington on behalf of the Chroni- 
cle at the time the Venezuelan question was 
at its acute phase and who wrote strongly 
trom there in behalf of international arbitra- 
tion.

TO AVERT WAR WITH COSTA RICA. 


Commission to Discuss the Boundary 
Sent by Nicaragua to Salvador. 
Managua, Nicaragua, March 3.—The Gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua today sent to Sal- 
vador a commission corsisting of a Minister 
Plenipotentiary, the Hon. M. C. Matus; a 
Secretary of Legation, Sefior Evuristo 
Caraso: and an engineer as an attaché of 
the Legation, Mr. William Clime. This 


commission will be met by a similar com- | 


mission from the Republic of Costa Rica, 
and the two bodies will submit to the Gov- 
ernment of Salvador, which has been chosen 
as arbitrator, the long standing dispute 
about the boundary between Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, which has frequently threatened 
to plunge the two countries into war. 
Cleveland as Arbitrator. 

This matter was submitted to the arbitra- 
tion of President Cleveland during his first 
term, and he settled upon the general local- 
ities of the boundary hetween Costa Rica 
But it was considered here 
that President Cleveland had decided some- 
what heavily against Nicaragua, probably 
through the imperfect presentation of the 
case for this republic, a large district of 
Nicaragua's original territory having been 
assigned to Costa Rica. 

The boundary, however, has never been 
correctly determined by the engineers from 
the two- countries, as directed by the arbi- 
trators, although the work was commenced 
after President Cleveland’s decision was 
published. ‘But disputes arose as to the 
proper locality of the boundary at Salinas 
Bay, near the Pacific, and Nicaragua with- 
drew its engineers. In spite of this the 
Costa Rican engineers continued their work 
and that republic claims to have determined 
and marked out the boundary, from ocean to 
ocean, according to the decision of Presi- 
dent Cleveland. Nicaragua will not admit 
this, and war has been threatened on both 
sides frequently since the announcement was 


made. 
Claim for Heavy Damages. 

The claim for $1,000,000 made against Nica- 
ragua by A. Schultze, a German subject, 
who declared that the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment has refysed him titles to and has dis- 


| possessed him from large areas of ground, 


rich in gold, in the Princapulka placer-min- 
ing district, which recently appeared to be 
a serious diplomatic question, was arranged 
vesterday in so far as it has been placed in 
a fair state for early settlement.

Signs Blown Down, Awnings Ripped, 
and Much Damage Is Done. 

New York, March 3.—[SpeciAl.]—Honestly 
inclined Chicagoans are usually willing® to 
admit that at times high winds sweep over 
their city, but it was New York which gave 
Chicago the title of the ‘‘ Windy City,’ 
thereby implying its own immunity from ex- 
travagance of the elements. 

For the last two days, however, New York 
has taken large and exceedingly unpleasant 
doses of the medicine it has attempted to 
administer to the city on Lake Michigan.

Campbell practiced his chosen profession 
alone for a period of two years, then forming 
the firm of Campbell & Custer. 

Mr. Campbell was married in 1877 to Miss 
Rebecca McEldowney of Bloom. Five chil- 
dren were borntothem. During the greater 
period of his married life Mr. Campbell lived 
in Riverside, where he had a beautiful resi- 
' dence surrounded by and filled with every- 

thing to make life interesting and enjoyable. 

He was a member of the Riverside Presby- 

terian Church and of the Union League and 

Chicago clubs.

Among the German-Americans Mr. Camp- 
bell was particularly popular. It was in 
‘this colony he was reared in the Township of 
Bloom, and throughout his entire political 
life was on particularly friendly terms with 
them. This acquaintance and friendship 
proved of immense value to him in the many 
local political campaigns with which he in 
later years was identified. 

Declined a Great Honor. 

A signal honor was conferred upon Mr. 
Campbell at Washington in June, 1892, when 
he was unanimously selected Chairman of 
» the National and Executive committee dur- 
ing the Presidential campaign of that year, 
but for business reasons Mr. Campbell de- 
clined the proffered position, notwithstand- 
ing his acceptance was urged by many men 
prominently identified with the party in all 
parts of the country. He was placed in 
nomination by Henry C. Payne of Wiscon- 
sin, a member of the National committee, 
and his election followed by acclamation. 

Mr. Campbell was attorney for Armour 
& Co., the gas trust, and other large indus- 
tries, and decided he could not properly at- 
tend to the duties of the’Chairmanship and 
ulso his private affairs. He therefore de- 
clined the Chairmanship and devoted h 
energy and industries to a line of legal wor 
which kept him “ on the road ” a great deal 
of the time. Notwithstanding this, he never 
gave up his interest in either National, State, 
or local politics, in which he was always a 
powerful factor. 

Entered Politics Together. 

He and John R. Tanner made their entry 
into State politics at the sametime. They 
became acquainted in Springfield when they 
served together in the Senate. From that 
time the men.were inseparable friends. 
They fought together in politics and 
‘achieved many successes. Tanner and 
Campbell together made Joseph W. Fifer 
Governor.oef Lilinois eight years ago. Mr. 
Campbell's successes in county politics were 
of constant recurrence.

“FRESHMAN RULE” MAKES TROUBLE 


Chicago University Fraternities Mach 
Perturbed in Consequence. 

Fraternity circles are again in an uproar 
at the University of Chicago. The “ fresh- 
man rule’’ of the faculty is at the bottom 
of the trouble. 

For a week delegates from all the frater- 
nities have béen holding secret meetings 
for the purpose of coming to some inter- 
fraternity agreement similar in spirit to 
the present faculty rule. Most of the fra- 
ternities favor an agreement binding them- 
selves not to pledge freshmen. Two chap- 
ters are firm in their opposition to the plan 
and absolutely refuse to sign any such 
agreement until the faculty repeals its rule; 
then they express themselves as being will- 
ing to make any. reasonable agreement.

Chicago University Orators Grieved 
Over Preliminaries to Debate. 
Chicago University orators are accusing 
their brethren at Columbia College of .bad 
faith.

Canada Asks Tenders for Four First- 
Class Steamers with Heavy Subsidy. 
Ottawa, Ont., March 3.—The government 

has announced that tenders will be called 

for at an early date from persons or firms 
willing to undertake the running of a line 
of not less than four steameships between 
the St. Lawrence and a British. port, Hali- 
fax being the Canadian terminus in winter.

BANK CLOSES ITS DOORS. 


CENTRAL TRUST AND SAVINGS MAKES 
AN ASSIGNMENT. 


Chicago Title, and Trust Company Is 
Named as Assignee — Suspension 
Causes No Excitement—President 
Paulsen Says All Depositors Will 
Be Paid in Full—Talk of a Dividend 
~Atias National Refuses to Clear 
for the Institution. 


The Central Trust and Savings Bank No. 
119 La Salle street made an assignment yes- 
terday afternoon in the.County Court. The 
Chicago Title and Trust company was named 
as assignee. The bank closed its doors short- 
ly after 1 o’clock. The immediate cause of 
the suspension was the refusal of the Atlas 
National Bank to make clearances for the 
La Salle street concern. 

The assignee took immediate possession. 
The condition of the bank at the time it 
closed its doors, as given last night by Mr. 
Paulsen, was as follows:

The Chicago Title. and Trust company 
issued a notice to depositors that it appeared 
the assets were ample to pay all in full. 

The closing of the bank was not alto- 
gether unexpected, though it was said hopes 
were entertained to the moment of closing 
the doors the difficulty could be tided over. 
There were no scenes of excitement about 
the biulding when the card announcing the 
Suspension was hung in the bank window. 


‘Causes of Failure. 


Three months ago a bill was filed in the 
Superior Court by dissatisfied stockholders 
asking the appointment of a receiver, and 
the allegation was. then made the bank was 
insolvent. The result was many depositors 
then withdrew their accounts, the bank 
always paying out money as it was de- 
manded. The causes leading up to the final 
closing were further indicated by William 
A. Paulsen, President of the bank, in the 
course of a report to the Board of Directors 
on Feb. 29 last, in which he said: 

“ We are losing $30 a day, which will come 
out of stockholders, and owning, as I do, 
more than half the stock, I protest. We 
have paid off 70 per cent of our deposits since 
Nov. 30, and very little remains: scarcely 
an account of over $50 balance; only sixteen 
with balances over $100, and, except our 
Savings accounts, few who do not owe us on 
loans. Mr. Grannis is getting worse daily— 
as he states, because of his own needs— 
though I am convinced now, as I was last 
fall, his personal spite toward me is the 
actuating impulse. He now charges us from 
$3 to $8 a day for ‘ exchange,’ even on local 
or New York items, and daily threatens me. 

“With our savings accounts we are en- 
titled to sixty days’ notice, and if we enforce 
collections we can pay them at maturity. 
Our individual accounts are so small! no 
hardship will result in the delay incident to 
an assignment, since an immediate dividend 
could be declared if Grannis could be coerced 
into fair and lawful treatment of us.’’ 


Refuse to Clear. 


Early yesterday morning the Atlas Na- 
tional Bank sent a notice to President Paul- 
sen that his bank had not sufficient funds 
to make the clearances of the day, and the 
clearances would not be made. 

Mr. Paulsen at once called the directors 
of the bank together and notified them of 
the situation of affairs. He recommended 
an assignment at once, as the bank was 
losing -at the rate of $30 a day, and the loss 


would eventually come out of the stock- | 


holders. As the President was the owner of 
more than half of the stock, what he rec- 
ommended was done, and preparations were 
made for the assignment. 

Frank 8S. Weigley, attorney for Mr. Paul- 
sen, said in the afternoon: 

“The bank’s assets are $350,000, its lia- 
bilities are a trifle over $60,000, and, in addi- 
tion to this, there is in dispute an account of 
$30,000 with the Atlas National Bank. It 
was expectec,up to 1 o’clock a disposition 
of stock would be made enabling the im- 
mediate payment of depositors,- but the 
Atlas Bank was not disposed to any lenien- 
cy. Of one thing the public may be assured 
—the depositors will all be paid in full, and 
the loss, if any, will fall on the stock- 
holders. 

‘‘We have 20 per cent of the bank’s full 
deposit on hand today. There are no scan- 
dals, defalcations, nor traces of crookedness 


of any sort. 
‘ To Sell Stock. 


Mr. Paulsen, just before the assignment, 
was negotiating with certain parties for the 
sale of a certain portion of his»stock for 
an amount which would have saved the 
bank. He addressed an official communica- 
tion to his principal stockholders, in which 
he said: 

‘‘T have at last made final arrangements 
with Mr. Hill, as agent, who has made mea 
definite proposition to buy $175,000 of the 
capital stock of this bank, $62,000 of which 
I am to take out of the assets of the bank, 
the balance in real estate in Cook County. 
I now own $125,000 myself, and in order to 
carry out this agreement I require your 
stock. Please call immediately and inform 
me if you will sell.” 

According to the statements of Mr. 8. 
Weigley this offer was favorably received. 
Everything was in a fair way of going 
through until President Paulsen called on 
Mr. Grannis, President of the Atlas Bank, 
and requested twenty-four hours for the 
investigation. This Mr. Grannis refused, 
Mr. Paulsen says, and also declined to clear 
for Mr. Paulsen yesterday unless the latter 
would deposit his last receipts with him, 
which he declined to do, so the negotiations 
fell through. 

Mr. Weigley further said: “There is 
cash in hand sufficient to pay a 20 per cent 
dividend immediately if it is thought wise, 
and there is no reason why balances due 
depositors should not be paid in sixty days, 
provided the securities held by Mr. Grannis 
can be obtained by the assignee.’’ 


Injunction Issues, 

After the assignment was made in the 
County Court the Central Trust and Savings 
Bank filed a billin the Circuit Court in which 
the assignee was made-a co-complainant, 
upon which Judge Hanecy issued an injunc- 
tion restraining the Atlas National Bank 
from disposing of any securities held by it 
against the complainant bank. The bill also 
asked for an accounting in regard to the 
property held by it. 

It is shown in this bill that on March 8, 
1895, William A. Paulsen got from the Atlas 
National Bank a loan of $30,000 for ninety 
days for his personal use. Paulsen prepared 
a note for the amount, which was indorsed, 
the bill says, “‘ without recourse, Central 
Trust and Savings Bank, by W. A. Paulsen, 
President.”’ After this the Atlas Bank 
stamped the note with the usual bank guar- 
antee. The court is told, however, Farwell 
did not require a guarantee, so Paulsen 
wrote immediately over the second indorse- 
ments‘ without recourse.’ 

The complainant says that at no time 
prior to the loan did Wy epee Paulsen to 
guarantee this note. it is charged the words 
‘“‘without recourse” were attempted to be 
erased from this note. 

Subsequently, the bill recites, a new note 
was given and the complainant received in 
return the note originally given by Paulsen 
for $30,000. 

Mr. Paulsen’s Statement, 


William A. Paulsen said last evening: 
‘The matter can be summed up in a nut- 
shell. I.was tired of continuing a losing 
business and so quit.’’ 

‘“‘T have continually kept on deposit at the 
Union National a fund for the protection of 
depositors. Today it exceeds deposits made 
during the last thirty days. This money Mr. 
Grannis demanded of me, but I refused to 
turn it over. I offered to pay clearings as 
they came, but not acent more. I have kept 
separate from regular. deposits all deposits 
made since the issuance of my circular to 
the Board of Directors on Feb. 29.” 

In answer to the charge of Mr. Paulsen 
that Mr. Grannis had been actuated by per- 
sonal feeling, the latter had this to say: 

‘This bank was not actuated by any mo- 
tive but that of business. There is no per- 
sonal feeling in the banking business. Paul- 
sen this morning had byt $22 here to pay his 
clearances, which were $5,200 for the day. 
We threw out his checks after notifying him 
early in the day that we would do so if he 
did not put up the cash.”’

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THE LESSONS OF THE DOERR OASE. 

The melancholy experience of the fight- 
ing representative of the Fifth Ward in the 
Council shows that Aldermen must take 


precautions before they go out on the war | 


path outside their own bailiwicks. The 
city has come to be so large, and the police 
force so numerous, that the officers do not 
know all the Aldermen and consequently 
run the risk of making disagreeable mis- 
takes. . ' 

If Ald. Doerr had remained in his own 
“neck of woods,” and had endeavored to 
capture a South Halsted instead of a North 
Halsted street car, he would not have been 


dragged through the snow for blocks, by | 


his head or by his feet, to the detriment of 
his raiment and his temper. He would not 
have been sat upon by the biggest police- 
man at the station. 

If he had boarded a car in his own ward, 
and had tried to depose the motorman and 
had drawn a pistol on the conductor when 
the latter interfered, the policemen, when 
they came on the ground, would have treat- 
ed the Alderman with that distinguished 
consideration to which his position entitles 
him.

That which has happened to one warlike 
Alderman may happen at any time to an- 
other. There are other members: of the 
Council who will feel it their duty to pay 
.the last tribute of respect to the memory of 


‘departed friends by being present at their 


burial and who will continue showing re- 
speat by getting blind drunk on the way 
back, As these burials take place at‘cem- 
eteries in outlying wards nothing is more 
probable than that the returning mourners 
will fall into the hands of policemen who 
do not know them. 

It is apparent that Aldermen must pro- 
tect themselves against mishaps like that 
which befell Ald. Doerr. They tend to 
lower Aldermen in their own estimation and 
that of their constituents, for the latter can- 
not have much respect for a representative 
when they see him mauled by officers as if 
he were an ordinary mortal.

Lord Salisbury has stated emphatically that 
no such step will be taken. He knows, as 
the landlords ought to know, that his party 
would not dare to reénact the corn laws. 

The government has gone as far as it can 
safely venture by introducing a bill to pro- 
hibit absolutely the importation of live ani- 
mals from any part of the world, the British 
colonies included. This will meet with the 
approval of English cattle breeders, but it 
cannot fail to check that exuberant spirit 
of loyalty in Canada, of which there have 
been so many manifestations of late.

CUBA AND OUR TRADE RELATIONS. 

Mr. Fidel G. VPierra, Chairman of the 
Cuban Revolutionary’ committee in this 
country, has contribated to the New York 
Shipping and Commercial List a detailed 
statement of the relations of the present up- 
rising in Cuba to:American commerce, 
which contains some significant facts and 
figures. ‘The question is considered, not 
from the political but from the business 
point of view, and as su¢h it must commend 
itself to the business-men of this country. 

Mr. Pierra shows that there is $25,000,- 
000 of American capital invested in Cuba, 
which is now unproductive and will be in 
danger of being confiscated by increased 
taxes in case Spain is successful. Even be- 
forethe war broke out the Cubans were pay- 


ing $12,000,000 interest upon a debt which’ 


they did not themselves incur. As the war 
already has cost nearly $100,000,000 and 
may cost many millions more, and as Spain 
will saddle the cost upon Cuba, the interest 
account will be increased to $20,000,000, 
while other charges will bring it up to about 
$70,000,000. Mr. Pierra says: 

During her most prosperous times the estimated 
annual net revenue was $80,000,000. How much 
will it probably be after the war? Perhaps no 
more than $45,000,000 or $50,000,000. Is that an 
encouraging prospect? Net revenue, $50,000,000:

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


LARGE APPROPRIATION TO BE MADE 
FOR COAST DEFENSE. 


Department Estimate of $7,414,633 Is 
Likely to Be Adopted by the House 
Committee—Last Year It Was Only 
$1,904,557—Force of Public Opinion 


Manifests Itself—Mr. Hainer’s Idea’ 


ef Protection for Chicago and the 


Great Lakes. 

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.]— 
Within a few days work will be begun in 
framing the House bill to carry the appro- 
priations for fortifications and other works 
of defense. 

The members of the subcommittee of 
which Mr. Hainer of Nebraska is Chairman 
are unwilling to be quoted as to the probable 
results of their deliberations, but from talks 
with different members of the committee it 
was learned positively the bill will carry a 
large increase on the sum set aside in pre- 
vious years, and that it will be somewhere in 
the neighborhood of the estimate submitted 
by the War Department. 

The total amount appropriated last year 
in the fortifications bill was $1,904,557, and 
this included not only money for coast de- 
fense guns and armor but al! sorts of torpe- 
does, sites for fortifications, field guns, pow- 
der, and the usual expenses at the different 
arsenals. The estimates submitted by Sec- 
retary Lamont this year provide for an ap- 
propriation of $7,414,635. 

The sentiment in the committee is to give 
the department this amount of money, to be 
made available during the next fiscal year, 
and in addition to authorize the making of 
extensive contracts, so that the work of 
coast defenses.can be prosecuted at a much 
better rate than has been possible hitherto. 

The leaders in the House at first frowned 
down upon all attempts to increase the ap- 
propriation bills, even in the direction of such 
a necessary thing as coast defenses, but the 
force of public sentiment has been so over- 
whelming that they are now agreed upon as 
liberal appropriations as is recommended by 
the department. 

In talking on the subject today, Chairman 
Hainer said: ‘‘In the scheme of defense 
submitted by the department thus far noth- 
ing has been said about fortifications for the 
lakes, and no one has yet appeared before 
the committee to urge action in this direc- 
tion. I have not studied the subject care- 
fully, but my own impression is that the best 
possible fortification for the protection of 
the lake region would be the establishment 
of military depots at strategic points along 
the St. Lawrence, the Niagara, and the De- 
troit Rivers, so that in case of war with Great 
Brit&in we would be able to concentrate 
large bodice of men there and overwhelm 
Canada, taking possession of the Welland 
Canal hefore Great Britain would have an 
opporgumity to send gunboats up the lakes. 

“Such military depots supplied with an 
abundance of arms and ammunition so that 
large bodies of volunteers could be armed on 
short notice would, I believe, protect Chicago 
and the great commercial cities of the lakes 
better than any system of fortifications we 
could devise. I have not studied out this 
plan at all, and only suggest the idea as one 
which might be worthy of elaboration here- 
after.”’ 


LEGS MORE VALUABLE THAN BRAINS. 


Representative Connolly’s Arzument 
Against the Mileage System. 

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[{Special.]— 
One of the strongest arguments being ad- 
vanced for the adoption of the new scheme 
of paying United States Marshals and Dis- 
trict-Attorneys by salaries instead of fees 
is that under a decision of the Supreme 
Court the District-Attorney and his assist- 
ants are entitled to charge travel fees of 
10 cents a mile each way in addition to the 
maximum compensation of $6,000. In sev- 
eral cases where the Federal authority or 
Marshal has charged up his full compensa- 
tion of $6,000 he has also figured in as high 
as $4,000 in addition for mile@ge, and the 
‘possibilty of the situation in this direction 
is not half developed. 

Mr. Connolly, who was United States Dis- 
trict-Attorney at Springfield, Ill., for a long 
time, made a strong argument in the House 
this afternoon in favor of substituting sal- 
aries for fees. He showed conclusively that 
the present system made it absolutely neces- 
sary for the District-Attorney to foment 
litigation in order to secure the maximum 
allowed to the position. Col. Connolly spoke 
from actual experience, and his argument 
created a great impression on the House. 

There was some good-natured laughter 
over the figures which he cited in the case 
of a Montana District-Attorney, who had 
on his docket during the year only twenty- 
eight cases and who disposed of only four 
of these. Nevertheless, he charged up the 
full compensation of $6,000. Under the law 
he was entitled to $50 for each case decided, 
so that if the whole twenty-eight had been 
cleared off the docket he would only have 
received $1,400; and the presumption was 
therefore that the $4,600 was for mileage. 

‘* We don’t want a system,’ said the ex- 
District-Attorney of the Southern District 
of Illinois, “by which legs are more valu- 
able than brains.’’

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[(Special.]— 
“All the indications point to the ratification

Appointment of Architect. 

Washington, D. C.,-March 8.—[Special.]— 
‘We will begin moving April 11, 1896, into 
the best office in the world for the transac- 
tion of postal business,’’ remarked Post- 
master Hesing at the Arlington this evening, 
‘‘and my visit to Washington at this time 
is for the purpose of consulting with the au- 
thorities in regard to this metter. Orders 
have been given to commence the work of 
removal at noon on Saturday, and it is ex- 
pected we will be in readiness for the trans- 
action of business the following Monday 
morning at 7 o’clock. . 

‘“‘Just as soon as I can get over to the 
Treasury Department in the morning it is 
my intention to stir up Secretary Carlisle 
and Supervising Architect Aiken in regard 
to the necessity for prompt action in the 
appointment of.a special architect for our 
public building. With a man who knows 
just what is needed at Chicago, and a good 
working force under him, there is no reason 
why this structure should not be ready for 
occupancy within two years. But in our 
wildest flights of fancy we do not count upon 
getting out of our temporary quarters with- 
in five years.

SHIP CANAL TO THE WABASH RIVER. 


Joint Resolution Introduced by Sen- 
¢ ator Turpie. 

Washington, D. C., March 8.—Senator Tur- 
pie introduced a joint resolution today pro- 
viding for the appointment of a commission 
under the direction of the Secretary of War 
to make a preliminary survey for a-ship 
canal-from Lake Michigan to the Wabash 
River. He said, in presenting the resolution, 
that the proposed canal would afford a 
cheap and direct route between the great 
lakes and the Gulf of Mexico, and in case of 
foreign war a. line for the transportation of 
munitions of war, which would be safe from 
outside attack. 


ONE QUARTER FROM THE RESERVE. 


Withdrawals of Gold to Pay for New 
Bonds. 

Washington, D. C., March 3.—The records 
of the Treasury Department show the with- 
Grawals of gold from the Subtreasury at 
New York, from Jan. 6 to date, to have been 
$36,681,528, of which only $9,924,152 was for 
export, the remaining $26,757,395 being 
largely used in the payment of bonds. The 
deposits of gold on account of bond pur- 
chases to date ageregate $96.773,181. Of 
this amount $86,995,100 is principal, $9,666,- 
140 premium, and $111,041 interest. 

New York, March 3.—[Special.}—The pre- 
mium on gold in New York City has suddenly 
vanished. It is because of the practical com- 
pletion of the gold payments that the pre- 
mium on gold no longer exists.

TO PROTECT THE SHIPPERS OF MILK. 
Association Formed at Russell, Iil., 
and the First Officers Elected. 

Russell, Ill., March 3.—[Special.]—The Milk 
Shippers’ Protective Association was organ- 
ized here today and is expected to grow to 
be a power in Chicago milk affairs. The 
figld is wide and its prospects great, and its 
future will be watched with interest to see 
if it thrives or meets the fate of the some- 
what similar organization which came to 
grief a few years ago by the action of the 
anti-trust law. 3 

The new association, if it proves a success, 
will do much to give Chicago pure milk and 
weed out the irresponsible dealers who make 
life a burden to honest milkmen and dairy- 
men by adulterating their milk and cheating 
the farmers. i : 

Of late the sentiment for organized action 
among the dairymen has been spreading fast 
in this region, which comprises the part of 
Northern Illinois and Southern Wisconsin 
shipping to Chicago. 

On Feb. 22 a preliminary meeting was held 
here, and after much talk of losses a commit- 
tee was appointed to draw upa suitable con- 


of the association and report at a meeting 


today. 
The committee did its work well and drew 


up a most complete and strong constitution. 


?Some 200 dairymen from this region assem- 


bled here today to hear the constitution read 
and complete the organization. The consti- 
tution was read by paragraphs, occupying 
all of the morning session, and was discussed 
and with a few minor changes was adopted 
in its entirety. 

Below is given a synopsis of thé constitu- 
tion and bylaws, which are largely similar 
to those of a successful association at Bos- 
ton: 

This association is formed to promote the 
prosperity of the producers of milk in the ter- 
ritory tributary. to Chicago for mutual pro- 
tection against unreliable dealers, for secur- 
ing uniform action in matters for the general 
good of the trade, and for correcting abuses. 
It shall be called ‘‘ The Milk Shippers’ Pro- 
tective Association.” 

Any person or firm engaged in producing 
and shipping milk to market may become a 
member. Members must report to the asso- 
ciation every dealer whom they know to be 
irresponsible and must not give city dealers 
credit beyond fifteen days. It is to be man- 
aged by its officers, Board of Directors, and 
Executive committee. The annual meeting 
shall be in February, when officers shall be 
elected and hold office for one year; each 
member to have one vote. Each section or 
division of any railroad carrying milk for 
members of this association shall be en- 
titled to one representative in a Board of 
Directors of. not less than nine. An Execu- 
tive committee of five shall be elected by the 
directors, which shall meet at least every 
three months and oftener if called for. One 
of the duties of the Secretary shall be to 
keep a record of irresponsible dealers and 
he shall each month make out and send to 
the various railroad milk agents a list of all 
delinquent dealers reported during the 
month. 

The Executive committee shall be em- 
powered to order suits brought or defend- 
ed on belalf of, its members, shall investi- 
gate all complaints for breach of contract, 
trickery, or irresponsibility. The associa- 
tion shall have jurisdiction over all terri- 
tory shipping milk to Chicago, and its of- 
fice shall be located in thatcity. Its regular 
annual meeting shall be held on the first 
Tuesday of February in each year. The 
membership fee is $1, and dues shall be one 
cent per can on milk shipped to market. 
The Executive committee shall require of 
every dealer receiving milk from members 
a good bond for protection from loss. If 
any member loses by a dealer who has de- 
posited a bond with the association he shall 
be allowed from the funds of the association 
75 per cent of the loss on fifteen days’ milk 
shipped. 

Members of the association shall be 
amenable for unbecoming conduct, and if 
the charges are proven true shall be sus- 
pended or expelled. 

Local associations may be organized by 
members along any line of railroad, and be 
under the direction of the central associa- 
tion. 

In the afternoon the election of officers 
occupied the, attention of the convention, 
A Nominating committee reported the fol- 
lowing, and they were duly chosen: 

President, 8S. H. Seaman, Ranney, Wis.; 
First Vice-President, William Middlecamp, 
Somers, Wis.: Second Vice-President, P. W. 
Stewart, Gurnee: Secretary and Treasurer, 
temporarily, B. Gleeson, Dover, Wis. 

There was a great scramble to file appli- 
cations for memberships, and 100 were en- 
rolled. The meeting then adjourned subject 
to call, and the organization will be per- 
fected.

WIDENER AND ELKINS SELL THEIR } 


CHICAGO SECURITIES. 


Big Block of North Chicago Stock Is 
Sold for the Philadelphia Syndic- 
ate—Marks a Severing of ‘Relations 
Between the Members and Charlies 
T. Yerkes—Good Showing of Chica- 
go National Banks—Small Decrease 
in Loans and in Deposits. 

P. A. B. Widener and William L. 
have sold more than 1,000 shares of North 
Chicago Street railroad stock during the 
last two months. Through four brokerage 
houses in Chicago they have sold stock in 
blocks of from 50 to 200 shares, and it is sup- 
posed they have now liquidated nearly their 
entire holdings. Within a year Widener 
and Elkins and their associates are said to 
have sold 5,000 shares of North Chicago 
Street railroad stock and a large block of 
West Chicago Street railroad stock. 

This is supposed to mark a final dissolu- 
tion of business relations between the Phil- 
adelphia syndicate and Mr. Yerkes. Since 
Charles T. Yerkes first entered the field of 
street railways in Chicago he has had more 
or less support from a syndicate of Phila- 
delphia capitalists, with Elkins and Widener 
at the head. They are supposed to ‘have 
furnished the larger part of the capital 
used in the purchase of the control of the 
North Chicago City railway. This com- 
pany had an issue of 5,000 shares of stock, 
and Mr. Yerkes secured 2,501 shares at $600 
a share, making in all $1,500,600. The North 
Chicago City railway was leased to the 
North Chicago Street railroad, which was 
incorporated at the time of the lease, and 
from that has grown the North Chica- 
go system. Thé Philadelphia syndicate 
held in the neighborhood of 10,000 shares of 
the stock of the new company, but one-half 
of this, or in the neighborhood of 5,00) 
shares, was sold from time to time, leaving 
5,000 shares in the possession of these cap- 
italists a year ago. The financial panic in 
Philadelphia hit members of the syndicate, 
and there was considerable liquigation at 
that time. North Chicago advanced sharply 
during the autumn and early winter months 
in anticipation of an extra dividend, which 
was deciared late in December. At the time 
announcement was made of an extra divi- 
dend of 20 per cent stock was selling around 
300, advancing in one quotation to 3086 ac- 
count. There was considerable stock came 
out at this time, and it is said much of it 
was that of Elkins and Widener. During 
January and February there were still fur- 
ther sales, and it is believed the holdings 
of the members of the syndicate have now 
been reduced to a comparatively small num- 
ber of shares. 

Drop Out of Columbia Constraction. 

Members of the Philadelphia syndicate 
were subscribers to the capital stock of 
the Columbia Construction company, which 
is building the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road, They subscribed for $1,200,000 of the 
last issue of $2,000,000 of stock, but at the 
last moment they failed to take itand asa 
result this was offered to other stockholders 
with a bonus of 40 per cent of the amount 
of the subscription in the stock.of the Union 
loop company. 

Both Elkins and Widener were in Chicago 
in December. At that time they went over 
the entire fleld, viewed the route of the 
Northwestern Elevated and also the lines 
on the West Side. They said at the time of 
their visit they believed it a good time to 
sell their holdings of stock in Yerkes’ com- 
panies. They expressed the belief the Nor th- 
westérn Elevated would cut ihto the pas- 
senger traffic of the North Chicage system 
materially, and on their return to Phila- 
delphia orders for the sale of their stock 
were given. These orders came through 
Huhn & Glendinning of Philadelphia. The 
stock has been coming in such blocks as 
was believed could be sold without affecting 
ihe market. 

The stock sold for the account of ¥ idener 
and Elkins has been bought for speculative 
purposes principally. Much of it has been 
turned from first to second account during 
the last two months. 

The statements of seven additional na-

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Speculation Dull Business, 
Showing a Falling Of. 


NEW YORK, March 8.—The share speculation 
today was comparatively dull, business being 
about one-third less active than yesterday.

ARBITRATION ATTEMPT IS ALL OFF. 


Principals in the he Giothing Cutgers’ 
Strike Mast Settle It. 

At its meeting yesterday afternoon the 
State Board of Arbitration decided it could 
take no further action in the clothing cut- 
ters’ strike, and the matter was left for set- 
tlement to the principals concerned. Chair- 
man Thornton sent out the following: 

“The law which created the State Board 
of Arbitration requires that whenever a 
strike or lockout should be seriously threat- 
ened, or has occurred, it is the duty of the 
board to put itself in communication as 
goon as possible with the employer and em- 
ployés and endeavor, by mediation, to effect 
an amicable settlement or to persuade the 
parties to submit the matters in pay oS to 
the board. If submission is agreed to, then 
arbitration is the result; but there can be 
no arbitration without the mutual assent 
of both parties to the controversy. 


'. “Jn this case the board. has fully com- 


plied with the law, and has been in com- 
munication with the respective parties, and 
has used all efforts to persuade them to 
submit their differences to arbitration‘ of 
the board. Only one of the parties has so 
agreed. In this condition the board ‘Can 

proceed no further in the attempt to adjust 
the matters in dispute. Without mutual 
agreement to arbitrate, and a promise to 
continue the work without any lockout or 
strike for at least three weeks, the Board 
has no power to arbitrate.’ 

. The officers of the union appeared ‘in court 
on the Daniel Roth warrants, sworn out the 
night before. They gave bonds for appear- 
ance next Tuesday. The same men were 
arrested fore on Roth's charge of con- 
spiracy. e had worked for Kohn Bros., 
and’ when the union cutters requested him 
to join the union he refused. A strike fol- 
lowed and Roth was discharged. When the 
case came up Justice Hall dismissed the de- 


fendants.

thousands of dollars annually by the ex- 
action of extra switching charges. The case 
in question was brought by the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission of Illinois against 
the Chicago and Alton railroad for making 
extortionate switching charges. Some time 
ago the commission, after having investi- 
gated the complaints of the shippers, ruled 
that railroad companies could not legally 
charge $2 a car for switching live stock at 
the Union Stock-Yards. Judge Creighton 
holds for defendant company as laws of 
1873 regarding passenger and freight rates 
had not been violated. 


Trouble Is Old. 


The trouble between the live stock ship- 
pers and the railroads regarding extra charges 
fur switching has been in progress since the 
reorganization of the Union Stock-Yards. 
Previous to that time the Stock-Yards com- 
pany. switched the cars delivered to it from 
the roads into and out of the yards free of 
charge. Since then the Stock-Yards com- 
pany made the roads pay a charge for haul- 
ing stock to and from the yards. In orderto 
recoup themselves the railroads decided to 
impose an extra charge of $2 for switching, 
aithough the amount charged by the Stock- 
Yards company is claimed to average less 
than half of that amount. This additional 
charge raised a protest from the shippers, 
and they combined to fight it. 

Suit was brought against the Santa Fé in 
the United “States court, it being then in 
the hands of receivers. 


Called It a Terminal. 


In this case Judge Grosscup held that the 
Union Stock-Yards was practically the Chi- 
cago terminal of the roads for the delivery 
of live stock, and that the regular freight 
charges covered the entire cost of trans- 
portation from point of shipment to point 
of delivery. From this decision the Santa 
Fé took an appeal, which is still pending 
in the United States Appellate Court. 

The shippers then decided to invoke the 
Tilinois State law and secure the codéperation 
of the Railroad and Warehouse Commi ssian. 
filed a com- 
plaint against the Alton, extortion being 
the charge. After a long hearing the State 
Board decided against the Alton and the 
company was ordered to desist from making 
the $2 switching charge. 
Alton ignored and the commission brought 
suit against the company in order to compel 
it to comply with its order. 


ANOTHER NORTHERN PACIFIC MOVE. 


Serious Allegations Made in Pleas of 
the Wisconsin Central Lines..- 
Milwaukee, Wis., March 3.—The biggest 
sensation that has yet developed in the 
Northern Pacific receivership was precipi- 
tated today by the filing of the pleas of the 
Wisconsin Central company and the Wis- 
consin Central railroad company to the orig- 
inal, amended, and supplemental! bills of the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company, on 

which the receivership is based. 

The companies make the claim that the 
Northern Pacific company had absolutely 
no authority whatever to issue any of the 
numerous mortgages with which the road 
is encumbered, and that in consequence all 
of the bonds issued under the mortgages to 
the amount of nearly $50,000,000 are null 
and vold. 

It is claimed that the Northern Pacific was 
prohibited by Congress from making or ex- 
ecuting mortgages on its properties unless 
on the express consent of Congress. This, 
it is claimed, the company has never se- 
cured except in one instance, and in that 
the lien created was long since satisfied. 

The pleas show that at the time of the 
filing of the original bill by the:Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust company the Northern Pa- 
cific company was indebted ‘to the W tscon- 
sin Central companies for more than $100,- 
000. The organization of the Northern Pa- 
cifle company under a special act of Con- 
gress is set forth. This act was approved on 
July 2, 1864. Sec. 10 provides that all the 
people shall! have a right to subscribe to the 
stock of the company and that‘ no mort- 
gage or construction bonds shall ever be 
issued by said company on said road, or 
mortgage lien made in any way, excepting 
by the consent of the Congress of the United 
States.”’ 

The company, it is said, applied to Con- 
gress for permission to issue construction 
bonds and on May 31, 1870, consent was 
given by Congress. The lien thus created, 
however, was soon after satisfied. It is then 
charged that “‘ no other or further author- 
ity has ever been vested in the Northern 
Pacific company by Congress in respect to 
the creating of liens upon or the execution 
or delivery of mortgages respecting the 
Northern Pacific company.’ 

The issuance of the various mortgages 
which now encumber the road ts set forth, 
and then the @¢laim is made that as Congress 
never authorized the issuance or gave its 
consent to the making of-the mortgages, 
that they were issued without authority of 
law in direct violation of the charter. For 
this reason it is claimed that the mort- 
gages and all the bonds issued thereunder 
or covered thereby are void and of no effect 
whatever. 


TO GET GRAIN OUT OF ELEVATORS. 


Ex-Lake Grain Rates Reduced by the 
Eastern Joint Traffic Trust.

J. M. Johnson, 
for many years General Freight Agent of 
the road, is appointed Freight Traffic Man- 
ager, to succeed W. M. Sage. Mr. Johnson 
is one of the ablest freight officials in the 
country and is now Chairman of the Western 
Trunk line pool. First Assistant General 
Freight Agent Gower is promoted to the 
position of General Freight Agent. E. B. 
Boyd, Second Assistant General Freight 
Agent, is boosted up to First Assistant, and 
J. M. Allen, Division Freight Agent, is made

FINAL DECISION IN KITTSON CASE. 
Claim of the Alleged Indian Wife Is 
Not Allowed by the Court. 

St. Paul, Minn., March 3.—Margaret Kitt- 
son, as she calls herself, the old half-blood 
Indian woman of the Menominee tribe, has 
lost her case against the estate of Norman 

W. Kittson. 

Judge Egan filed a decision and memor- 
andum to that effect this afternoon in the 
District Court. 

Hie affirms the decision of the Probate 
Court of Ramsey County, which decided 
that the claim of Margaret to be a widow 
of Norman W. Kittson could not be allowed. 
The case involved sensations that were 
were read throughout the country. Margaret 
Kittson, or Margaret Robinson, is now an 
old woman of 75 years and lives on the 
Indian reservation at Keshaha, Wis. She 
claims she was regularly married to Mr. 
Kkittson by a Catholic priest and that her 
marriage was known to the people of her 
tribe. 

In prosecuting her claim in the courts 
much of the ancient history of the early 
settiers, with the Indian chronicles, were 
brought to the attention of the court. So 
long as this case has been pending it has 
been impossible to close up the Kittson 
estate, valued at $4,000,000 or $5,000,000, and 
this decision will allow the trust company 
in charge to complete its work of partilion. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Local underwriters are interested in the Min- 
neapolis elevator fire frum the fact that the build- 
ing was equipped with automatic sprinklers. Let- 
ters received from insurance men who inquired 
into the cause of the fire and examined the water 
supply indicate the sprinklers were loosened and 
that tons of water must have been spread through- 
out the building from this source. Not only were 
the water tanks soon emptied, but the cistern 
from which water was supplied the tanks by means 
of an engine midway between the two elevators, 
A and Al, was also drained. The fact that all 
this water had little effect on the fire its attrib- 
uted to the imposslbil'ty of adjusting the sprink- 
lers tn the stair shaft so that they will be effective. 

The letters show the origin of the fire to have 
been on the main floor near the stair shaft. As 
soon as the flames reached the opening they spread 
rapidly from floor to floor until the whole place 
was ablaze. 

' Local underwriters criticise the construction of 
the building, especially the lack of any partition 
in the stair shaft which could be used to check 
the draft. They are also inclined to believe that 
risks on this class of bulldings are not much les- 


*sened by equipping with automatic sprinklers.
